PILOT FLIlS HEAR SAUCER A saucer shaped UFO with a dome on top "as 
clear as seeing a Cadillac drifting by" was observed in bright daylight 
on^_Muy^^^st]£66^by William Powell., chief pilot for Sears-Roebuck 
A T "TTT^TnfT’ow^n vias flying up 4,500 fi. 3 miles north-west from 
'Willow-Grove Naval Air Station, near Philadelphia. There were four 
other Navy jets in groups of two ahead of him, when suddenly he 
notic-d a solid bright object, apparently on his altitude at front 
left of his cockpit. The object, an inverted saucer, reddish in 
colour and with a glistening dome moved from the left to the right 
oowards one of jot groups ahead, a,^iproaching from their rear. Fassiug 
at 300 ft. distance in front of him, Powell estimated the diameter 
cf the UFO as being appro:x;im.itely 20 feet.

The same ooject was seen some minutes earlier hy 
several independant witnesses from nearby areas but at different 
angles^ as it moved over V/ollstonecraft, Reports of similar sightings 
over the same area were received from time to time over the next 
week or so following. 

_^ IFE ON VUNUS DEBATED Lunar Orbitor Ho. 1 in photographing the moon 
suriace on 23 rd August, I966 caught with a few shots the earth as 
seen from the moon. The image of the earth turned out to closely 
resembie the image of Venus as photographed through eatth's telescopes 
Our planet appeared as an envelope in clouds without the possibility 
of visual penetration to its surface. This raises the question as to 
'mother Venus may therefore harbour life as does earth, for in I965 
Dr. Strong, of John Hopkins Astrophysics laboratory in'Baltimore 
reported evidence of water in the Venusian atmosphere. The temp¬ 
erature estimation of Venusian surface by spacecraft Mariner 11 which 
passed vvithin^ 20,000 ni of Venus recorded 1350 degrees Rihrenheit 
thus perhaps indicating a hot surface of that planet Ho\/ever, our 
sputniks circling earth also record temperatures oi' over 1000 degrees 
as they orbit 120 iiiiles a ove the earth, which, on this basis, should 
exclude life on this planet. The late Prof. Planning of U.S.' , 

thoroughly studied the Venusian life Q_uestion and c me to the con¬ 
clusion that the surface of Venus may be only four degrees hotter 
than our earth temperatures. In view of this contradictory evid¬ 
ence It would appear that the question will only finally be answered 
\,'hen sp.-ice vehicles land on Venus to then report back actual ter, err- 
atures of its surface

Although much is anticipated from the University's studies and findings 
tho subject is in fact of such magnitude, that 18 months of '.'.•ork from 
the small number of personnel involved, Ca-n hardly be expected to 
arri e at completely satisfactory results that UFO "enthusiasts 
throughout the world are hoping, It is anticipated, at best, the 
university reports will acknowledge the existance of new phenomena 
as in contrast to previous opinion as misinterpretation of known 
phenomena, but not recognize UFO's, as being extra-terrestrial space¬ 
craft. In this light we can e.apect the UFO dilemma v^ill till continue 
for years to come, and will only be answered when man establishes a 
definite contact with seme cosmic civilisation by his explorations 
in space, or unless current space visitors provide us with concrete 
evidence of their existance,possibly sith many simiTtaneous landings 
throughout the world.
